We. tbe delegated representatives of tbe 
Republican party of Illinois, declare the 
following to be substantially our political 
belief:

1. That'eminelriaUon and enfranchise- 
enighaKlflK baeiuneured by tbo Thirteenth 
and Flttie^UAdjSnarnonts to tbe Consti- 
tution of the United States, and by appro- 
priate legislation for tbeirenforcement, and 
equality or civil rights having been guaran- 
tied by tbe Fourteenth Amendment, Buch 
guaranty should be en forced by appropriate 
statute*, so that tne broad tegls or Federal 
power may pe over black and white citizens 
alike. 
3 That, as one of the consequences of the 
late civil war, about 1382,000.000 of non-In- 
terest bearing Treasury notes were Issued 
to, and are how held by, the people as a safe 
and convenient currency, It would be un- 
wise and Inexpedient, in the present finan- 
cial condition of th* people, to attempt the 
Immediate cancellation of any portion of 
snoh Treasury notes. 
3. That the laws for the establishment of 
national banks having secured to the States 
and Territorial the best system of banlccir- 
culaMoa ever before afforded the people, it 
should be no longer confined to a pri rlleced 
elan, bnt shonltfbe free to all alike, under 
general and eqpal law*, the affgr^gate vol- 
ime of currency to be regulated by tbe uu- 
trammeled laws of trade.

7 That the Republican party proposes to 
respect the rights reserved by the people to 
themselves, as carefully as the powers dele- 
gated by them to the State and Federal'Gov- 
ernmeutai and It will aim to secure the 
rights and privileges of (he citizen wltbout 
regard to nativity or creed ; and it Is oppos- 
ed to interference by law wltb the habits, 
tastes or customs of Individuals except to

8. That while we accord to th» railway 
companies of this State the fullest measure 
of property rights, we also demand for the 
Monle reasonable charges and rigid Impar- 
.lallty In the transportation of passengers 
and freight— such guaranty to be secured by 
appropriate State and National legislation 
Relying upon tbe foregoing declaration of 
principles nnd policy, and npon tbe brdad 
clear record of the Republican party during 
tsflfteeu years of Siate and F'tleril admin- 
stratlon, we appeal once more W that slleut 
vet conclusive tribunal, tbo ballot-box, con- 
fident that the people will endorse over- 
whelmingly tbe action of this represenlati ve 
Convention.
